Maine Soldiers Arriving. 


Boston, Aug. 26—The first of the five 
>rtinno of tho trnfn hrinn-ing fh" First 


Maine soldiers from Chickamauga ar- 
rived this morning. It brought 172 sick 
officers and men. There was one death 
enroute, that of Fred Hagerty of Com- 
pany L, Lewiston, from typhoid fever. 
The sick lost ground on the journey 
owing to the heat. 


Anderwon Hangs Today. 


New York, Aug. 26.—General Aiger it- 


working a quiet but very 
effectual 


change in the conditions prevailing at 
the camp. General Wheeler had a com- 
plaint to make to the secretary. When 
the general was in Washington he re- 
ceived instructions to issue extra rations 
to the sick and weak and give them what 
they wanted and needed regardless of 
their being on the ration list. This order 
was given verbally by President 3Ic- 
Kinley. General Wheeler came here and 
started in on a generous course out- 
lined by the president, but was prompt- 
ly held up by ihe quartermaster's de- 
partment. He told General Alger about . 
it, and now the camp quartermaster's 1 
department is busy ordering direct, 
without the intervention of Washing- 
ton, 
a regular supply of soups, eggs and 


delicacies for the sick. 


At the general hospital the secretary 


found that the negro troopers doing po- 
lice duty had not been as thorough as 
they might have been, and yesterdav 
they had extra work to do under his df- 
rection. In two hours not a, trace of 
disorder remained. The next thing to 
strike the secretary as wrong was soggy 
spots near the hospital. He called Dr. 
Brown's attention to them and directed 
that they be Tilled up. They were dan- 
gerous to health, the secretary said. 


In passing the tents General Alger 


stopped frequently to speak to sick sol- 
diers. He invariably asked about tho 
sick soldier and where he fought. A 
Corporal of the Eighteenth infantry, 
who could just keep on his legs, met and 
recognized the secretary, and at once 
came to salute. Tfce secretary had evi- 
dently noticed th.e lack of this in others. 
He t&ok off his Eat and asked the opr- 
poral's name. Jt was- given, and the 
secretary complinieiHed him on rejiiem- 
bering a Sbldier's duty despite his ill- 
ness, and granted the man a furlough 
then a^d Jtiere. 


On^ 6J-themost important things done 
'by the secretary during the day was the 
Issuawe of an order to the Second 
Massachusetts volunteers', which brought 
joy tp them. Jt was that all who were 
able to raak^the jpurrfey'sjfiould proceed 
to Springfield: and there tie furlpughed 
for 30 days. At the 3sfolration of that 
time, barring- fftrther drdets, th.e regi- 
ment is to assemble and be mustered 
out. There was no further need of hold- 
ing the volunteers, the secretary said. 
Ht> indicated that in rapid succession he 
would issue similar orders to the other 
Volunteer regiment's 
recuperating 
at 


Camp Wikofc. The Second Massachu- 
setts may go to Boston qm the Badger, 
or one of t.he unarmed transports may 
be used. The Badger is now under or- 
ders to proceed to Boston. 


During the day Genertft Alger granted 


turloughs right and left to men who de- 
served them ard who were"%rtunate 
enough to come under hia notice. In a 
day or so if he remains he may call for a 
list of those who have been in the hos- 
pital and furlough them all.

as these vessels were closer to your flag- 
ship no doubt their part In the conflict 
was under your Immediate observation."

stating that "the Iowa and Indiana, 
having done good work, and not having 
the speed of the other ships, were dl- 
v-^tfii by me," etc. 


8—The result of these reports is inst

leaving out my persona! interests in the 
matter, it is right that I should con- 
sider the officers and crew of the ship, 
and I speak for them as well as for my- 
self when I rubmit to you, admiral, that 
the above combination of the report will 
place the ship, in the opinion of the de- 
partment arid ihe o-,untry. markedly be- 
low the vessels ot your squadron. 
I 


respectfully submit, sir, that this is. in- 
justice to tJie Indiana and her officers 
and crew. 


5—I can Bay. without disparagement" 


of any oth'.-r vessels, that during thv 
first hour of the fight, the Indiana's 
gun fire contributed to the destruction 
of the Oquendo and Teresa more than 
that of any vessel of our squadron 
except one, and equalled hers. 
I do 


not know why the second in command 
failed to observe the Indiana during this 
period of oar hottest fight; I saw the 
Brooklyn quite plainly. 


6—An examination of the reports with 


reference to the Indiana will, I believe, 
convince you, sir. that they produce the 
effect of putting the Indiana below all 
other vessels of 'the squadron. 
If it be 


your opinion, sir, that'this is tlie case 
and that all the vessels from the Brook- 
lyn to the Vixou rendered service as 
much more valuable than the Indiana, 
as tip published report of .the com- 
mander-Jn-chicf and the second in com- 
mand taken together would indicate, 
then I must accept it for myself and the 
Bliip^; if, on the contrary.,' that -be not 
your opinion, I urge respectfully that 
such steps be taken to remedy this In- 
justice as may seem wise to you.

2—No distribution of the fleet could 


completely predict and provide against 
every variatipn of suO'h a sortie, nor do I 
consider bliat any commanding officer 
deserved cl-sdit or blame because the 
ship under his command was faster or 
clower than a.ny other ship, or carried 
heavier or lighter battery; but rathei 
that the commanding officer was blame- 
worthy when h.e failed to put his ship 
in the proper placa for destroying tho 
rnoniy just in proportion to the advan- 
tage which he possessed in speed, bat- 
tery or position over his neighbors. 


4—Each commanding officer, In my 


opinion, was personally responsible irir 
the good use which he ma'de of the tools 
with which he had to work. 
I certainly 


did not intemj to criticise you, nor to 
bestow less credit upon the Indiana than 
was bestowed upon any other ship of 
the squadron.

COFFEE RECIPES, 


Almost -every one likes coffee and is 


glad to hear of good coffee recipes. Here 
are a few that are well worth trying. 
The first is for making a "good cup of 
coffee." 


Fill a coffeepot three-quarters full of 


boiling water and put in the coffee care- 
fully, a spoonful at a time, stirring it 
thoroughly between each spoonful; then 
set it on to boil gently, still stirring to 
force it into combination with the wa- 
ter. After a few minutes draw it to one 
side and let it continue gently boiling 
for one hour; then draw it off the fire, 
but as it finally boils up throw in about 


plate, which should be standing ready. 
Then rub a rolling pin with butter aud 
roll the caramel out, cutting it while 
it is warm into small dice or squares, 
lozenges or any shaped sweetmeats you 
like. 


Coffee Sponge.—Make a very strong 


infusion with one-quarter pound ground 
coffee and pass it through a fine mus- 
lin bag. Then dissolve three-quarters 
of a pound of sugar in one pint of 
double cream, add to it the yolks of 
six eggs, then put in the coffee and 
whisk it until it has the consistency of 
lemon sponge and may be piled up on 
a dish. A little isinglass may be mixed 
with the cream if it will not whisk 
stiff enough. 


Coffee "vVafers.—Mix one tablespoon- 


ful of ground coffee with one-quarter 
pound sugar and one-quarter 
pound 


flour, sift them well together and then 
mix them with as much good cream as 
will make them into a thick batter. 
Then rub over the wafer iron with a 
little butter tied up in a muslin bag. 
Put in a spoonful of the butter and 
bake over a smart fire, turning the iron 
once or twice until the wafer is done 
on both sides to a fine brown color. 


Coffee 
Tartlets.—Have ready 
two 


'iipfuls of good strong coffee, ?weeten 
to taste; then mix in a little flour and 
about half a cup of cream, together 
with the j-olks of three well beaten 
eggs. Boil this for 30 minutes and keep 
stirring continually; then pour into pat- 
ty pans lined with good puff paste and 
bake in a quick oven. When done, beat 
up the whites of the eggs and put the 
froth on the top of each tartlet.

Compressed Flour. 


Much interest is taken by the army 


and navy authorities in a new method 
of preserving flour by means of com- 
pression. With hydraulic pressure ap- 
paratus the flour is squeezed into the 
form of bricks, and experiments are re- 
ported to have shown that the pressure 
destroys all forms of rnrval life, thus 
preserving the flour from the ravages 
of insects, v, hile it Is equally secure 
from mold. Three hundred pounds of 
compressed flour occupy the same space 
as 100 pounds of flour in tho ordinary 


half a cupful of cold water to let it set- 
tle, which it should be allowed to do as 
far from the fire as possible. In about 
one hour or less the coffee should be 
quite clear. Then pour it off into anoth- 
er coffeepot, taking care nol to disturb 
f h e sediment. 


Coffee made in this manner may be 


kept three days in summer and longer 
in winter arm is always conveniently 
ready when wanted, as it has only to 
be heated in the coffeepot and is then 
ready for use. 


Vanilla Coffee.—Boil a cupful of oats 


in soft water for five or six minutes. 
Throw the water away; then fill it up 
again with the same quantity of water 
and let it boil for 30 minutes. 
After 


that strain it through fine muslin or 
silk and use the water for making the 
coffee. It will then have the most de- 
licious flavor of vanilla. 


Coffee Bonbon?.—To about a pint of 


ordinary coffee, made with water, add 
one pound of loaf sugar. Set it on tho 
tire and let it boil to a high degree; then 
very carefully add one pint of thick 
double cream. S»t it on the tire to boil 
nKiiln, stirring it constantly until it 
comes to a caramel consistency. Take 
a bnsln of cold water in one hnnd, dip 
your linger Into tho wuter, then Into 
tho caramel, and if the sugar breaks 
clenr between the teeth it is done nnel 
ready to be poured on to a buttered 


Drinks For Young People. 


Milk Lemonade.—Dissolve six ounces 


of loaf sugar in one pint of boiling wa- 
ter, add a gill of strained lemon juice, 
the same quantity of raisin wine and 
about a pint of milk. Pass all through 
a flannel bag and strain till clear. 


Ginger Pop.—Pour one gallon of boil- 


ing water on one pound of loaf sugar, 
half an ounce of ginger and one ounce 
of cream of tartar. When nearly cold, 
add a tablespoonful of yeast. 
Strain 


and bottle, and in six hours it will be fit 
for use. 


L*mon Peel Tea.—Rub the rind of a 


lemon with half an ounce of loaf sugar, 
peel off the rind thinly and put it and 
the sugar into k jug. Pour over a quart 
of boiling water, cover, and, when cold, 
pour off the liquor and add a table- 
spoonful of lemon juice. 


Nectar. — Put 
a dessertspoonful of 


cream of tartar in a jug, with a little 
sugar and lemon rind. 
Pour over a 


quart of hot water and strain when cold.

William As- 
pen of this city is the only one who is 
now resarded as seriously ill in the 
camp hospital. Jlr. Aspen's father left 


j this city last night to go to his eon. 
Koniruiug ol" the lUcn. 


Secretary Alger issued the order for 


a general 30 days' furlough as the di- 
rect result of the activity of Governor 
Wolcott, Lieutenant Governor Crane, 
CouniMlou Plunkett, Dr. David Clark 
and Major O. J. Brown. Some time ago 
orders were issued to give furloughs 
to all of the Second regiment who wish- 
ed them, but many of the volunteers 
preferred to wait till all could come. 
No general granting of furloughs had 
been made. 
. The physicians at the camp, however, 
foil that the men would be better off 
at their homes, and feared the result 
if a prolonged storm should come to 
render 
the 
camp 
unhealthy, there 


would 
be no stopping an epidemic 


which the men's v> eakened condition 
would render frightful. 
Every effort 


was therefore made to have them all 
sent home. 


After the furlough of 30 days the 


regiment will be reassembled, prob- 
ably in Springfield, to be mustered out. 
This matter has caused considerable 
discussion among the officers and men, 
some of them having strong objections. 
They say that great quantities of sup- 
plies have been sent 'by friends to 
Camp Wikoff, and that every prepa- 
ration has been made for proper care 
of the men. Another objection to mov- 
ing- is that the men will be unable to 
work for months to come, and that 
while in camp they will receive the 
regular pay. These objections are an- 
swered, however, by the statements of 
Dr. O. J. Brown and the other physi- 
cians, that the future safety of the men 
demanded their return to homes or 
hospitals. 


The announcement of the return of 


Company M brought 
joy to 
every 


friend of the men in camp, and every 
eTort will be made to insure protec- 
tion from excitement and to secure 
proper care on their arrival. 
Those 


who need care at the hospital will be 
is ken there, the Relief association of 
Adams having prepared to care for 
every man who needs it.

It was announced this morning that 


the regiment would return today, and 
that the men of Company M would 
reach Adams tonight. This afternoon, 
however, word was received that the 
start from Montauk has been post- 
poned till tomorrow morning. It was 
found to be imp'ossibe to have all pre- 
parations made so quickly as was ex- 
pected. 


.1 Warning to Friends. 


Dr. O. J. Brown, who returned to this 


city from camp last night, gives a 
definite medical statement of the condi- 
tion of the men, and says they are un- 
able to stand any demonstration which 
will tire them. Friends of the m»n and 
the public, he says, should remember 
this fact, and not attempt to give them 
any ovation. The men should be taken 
directly to their homes or to the hos- 
pital, and allowed to rest quietly after 
the journey. He has also urged on the 
men and says the parents and friends 
should be urged with the importance 
of being careful in the diet foj- the first 
few days, after the starvation of the 
transport and hardships in camp.
